One of them, 
General Washington, put on the Car- 
mack overcoat, ran his hand into the 
pocket and found the scabbard. 

Nothing was said of the discovery 
until the trial, when the undertaker 
Was On the stand.

The defense claimed that the 
scabbard indicated that Carmack car- 
ried the revolver in his overcoat pocket, 
not in his hip pocket, as the state con- 
tends.

HAD NOT DECIDED 


New York, February 2.—(Special.)— 
There was quite an interesting little 
set-to between Interstate Commerce 
Commissioner Judson C. Clements and 
Francis Lynde Stetson, president of 
the Economic Club, at the club’s. din- 


tor. 

Mr. Clements, one of the guests of 
the evening, gave, in his address, 
among other things, hig views con- 
cerning the Louisville and Nashville 
stock deal whereby John W. Gates 
bought in a majority of the stock at 
125 and sold tt at 150 to the Atlantic 


Coast Line, through J. P. Morgan & 
Co., the Coast Line issuing new bonds 
and stocks to take up the Louisville 
and Nashville stock at the enhanced 
figure. 

Though it happened some years ago, 
this deal is still @ Hve question. Mr, 
Clements declared a federal law nec- 
essary to stop this sort of manipula- 
tion and exploitation, whereupon, 
when the applause subsided, Pres- 
ident Stetson made a rather sharp 
reply, stating that. every detail 
of the transaction had been reported 
to the interstate commerce commis- 
sion, yét the commission had not yet 
rendered a decision. Under such cir- 
cumstances, he could not see the ad- 
vantage of the commission. 

President Stetson was about to in- 
troduce the next speaker when there 
were cries of “No! No! Let's hear 
his answer now.” Mr. Clements then 
proceeded to reply, saying, in part: 

“You must know that the interstate 
commerce commission could not have 
ordered the rescinding bondg or the 
cancelling of stock issued in either 
case referred to. What the commis- 
sion did, as you know, was to let the 
light in upon the whole matter. We 
placed what information we had ob- 
tained in the hands of congress, and 
it was up to congress to take action. 
As for your information that the deal 
in the Louisville and. Nashville case 
was morelly right, I deny it absolute- 
as t was morally wrong even 
though it may not have been. forbid- 
den legally. - 

“On this very question of justifying 


increased rates by increased capitali- 
zation, the very first thing you would 
do, Mr. Stetson, would be to recite to 
the court the extent of the railroad’s : 
obligations and ask the court to take 
that into consideration. Your argu- 
ment would be that the public should 
suffer rather than that the few 
should be wronged. What happened 
in the reorganization of both the Al- 
ton and the Louisville and Nashviike 
wag that the public was robbed to’ fill 
the pockets of the few.”

Strong resolutions were unanimous- 
ly adopted by the directors of the At- 
lanta Chamber of Commerce at their 
monthly meeting yesterday afternoon 
calling for the repeal of the present 
tax of 10 cents a pound on oleomarga- 


rine. 

The original copy of the resolution 
was mailed to Congressman Burleson, 
of Texas~~now in Washington, who is 
the author of the measure seeking this 
end. Copies of the resolution are to 
be sent to the Georgia delegation in 
congress asking them to support him 
in this fight. 

This resolution was recommended by 
the committee on health, of which 
Wilmer L. Moore is chairman, follow- 
ing a rigid investigation into the 
merits of oleomargarine, which  in- 
cluded a request from Dr. Wiley, 
United States chemist, as to its whole- 
someness and purity. Dr. Wiley gave 
it his strong indorsement. 

Oleomargarine, it is Known, is com- 
posed of 60 per cent sweet milk, 25 
per cent cotton seed oil and 15 per cent 
of oleo-stearin, secured from the 
choicest of beef killed in the western 
packing houses. 

The adoption of similar resolutions 
throughout the south, it is believed, 
will stir congress to act favorably 


upon. this measure. 
A number of routine matters were 


attended to at this meeting. 
The following is the resolution re- 


ferred to in full: 

“Whereas, the 10-cent tax on oleo- 
mdrgarine imposed by : the United 
States government has had the effect 
of largely checking the sale of that 
product, thus depriving the govern- 
ment of a revenue approximating 
$2,000,000 per annum, and has largely 
withdrawn from the Market a whoie- 
some product inegeneral use within 
the reach of the masses; and 

“Whereas, the withdrawal of oleo- 
margarine from the market has had 
the effect of increasing the demand 
for and raising the price of butter, 
which is unnecessarily increasing the 
expense of living; and - 

“Whereas, we are informed by Dr. 
H. W. Wiley, chief ofthe United States 
bureau of chemistry, that oleomarga- 
rine is in itself a wholesome product, 
and the repeal of the 10-cent .tax 
thereon will in no way interfere with 
the enforcement of the pure food law; 
therefore be it 

“Resolved, by the directors of the 
Atlanta Chamber of Commerce, That 
in our opinon the imposition of a 10- 
cent tax on oleomargarine is class 
legislation in a vicious form very hurt- 
ful to the interest of the consumer 
and destructive to a large and im- 
portant interest in the southern states. 

“Resolved, further, That we request 
our senators and representatives in 
congress to usé their best efforts for 
the repeal of said tax.”

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DECISION ATTACKED. 
IN STRONG LANGUAGE 


Puts Head 
Above Congress, Says 
Thomas E. Watson. 


Departmental 


Editor Constitution: I see in your 
réport of Judge Newman's decision 
that he holds for the federal court, 
that “a rule’ adopted by a head of a 
department at Washington has the 
same legal effect as an act of congress. 
That is to say, heads of departments 
can legislate. 

There isn’t a lawyer in. the United 
States who does not. know that such a 
Proposition is preposterous. The very 
first section of the constitution of the 
United States vests the legislative 
power of the federal government ex- 
elusively tn congress. 

Bven an act of congress, in conflict 
with a state law, would have to yield, 
if found to trench upon the reserved 
rights of the stat 

But, according to the logical conse- 
quences of Judge Newman's decision, 
hot only congress, but the heads of de- 
partments at Washington, cam abso- 
lwtely anaul or nullify state laws that 
are perfectly constitutional! 

According to Newman's view if the 
law, heads of departments can do what 
eongress itself cannot do, to wit: deny 
to the states the right of local seif- 
goverment. Under that monstrous de- 
cision, the police powers of the states 


\) 


are at the mercy of the federal heads 
of department! 

If the internal revenue collector 
adopts ‘a rule” that a deputy marshal 
may shoot and kill a prisoner accused 
of a misdemeanor, the state courts 
could not enforce our penal laws 
against such a criminal. 

If the internal revenue collector 
adopted “a rule” that a person who 
paid his internal revenue tax should 
not be molested in the manufacture 
and sale of intoxicating liquor, then 
the prohibition laws of the states can- 
mot touch such a criminal, 

Im the Stegall case, Judge Newman's 
decision amounts to just that. He says 
that other federal judges have decided 
the same way. I don’t doubt it. Other 
federal judges have held that the 
words, “adjacent land,” in the statute 
allowing railroads to take timber from 
the public domain, meant land 25 miles 
away! 

Other federal judges have arrogated 
to themselves the right to punish a 
state sheriff because he, an aged ex- 
corfederate soldier, was not able to 
»rotect a legally convicted. negro 
rapist from the fury of a mob—a mob 
whose fury was aroused by unlawful 
federal court interference with the or- 
Gerly enforcement o? the judgment of 
the supreme court of Tennessee. 

Other federal judges invented the 
“immunity bath,” which, when taken 
by rich and. powerful criminals, washes 
their’ ¢fime-stained garments whiter 
than snow. 

So you need not be surprised that 
federal judges (who have virtually re- 
pealed the restraining clause of section 
25 of the judiciary act of 1789, and who 
have. trampled the life out of the 
eleventh amendment) agree among 
themat¢ives that the laws of a state are 
infertor to the rules of the heads of 
federal departments. 

Such, however, is not the law of the 
land. If our state authorities are not 
a lot of mollycoddies, they will take 
up the glove which Judge Newman has 
so insoOlently thrown at their feet. 

For the time being, Judge Newman, 
Carter Tate, and their negro pet, 
Rucker, are on top. Judge Fite has 
been run over—his state court raped. 

But he declares that he means to 
have our state laws enforced—the pro- 
hibition act respected. I hope that he 
means business.

Claim It Means Usurpation of 
Rights of State by Federal 
Officers 


WHAT JUDGE NEWMAK 
SAID IN IS DECISION 


Action Taken in Tuesday’s Raid 
in Line of Judge Newman’s 
Decision in Stegall Case--Long 
Drawn Out Fight Which the 
United States Supreme Court 
Will Be Called Upon to De- 


cide. 


» 


The ruling of United States District 
Judge Newman in the Stegall case, 
which is responsible for the attack 
made by Thomas E,. Watson, published 
elsewhere today, and resulted in the 
raid on the Cureton distillery on Tues- 
day, has become a topic not only of 
state, but of national, interest. 

In order that the issues involved 
may be the more clearly set forth, 
The Constitution presents herewith a 


very full abstract of Judge Newman's 


decision, along with Mr. Watson's at- 
tack. 

It is quite significant that in connec- 
tion with the charge of illicit distilling 
at the Cureton distillery, where Stegall 
was federal inspector, Judge Newman 
emphatically took the position that if 
illicit’ distilling was going on it was 
—and has been for two years—entirely 
within the province of Judge Fite’s 
court to break it up. 

On this point Judge Newman 


decision said: 

“It was urged in argument 
the United States does not and 
should not desire to interfere with 
the enforcement of the criminal 
laws of the state. This is true,. 
undoubtedly. If Cureton is run- 
ning this distillery, as he appears 
to be doing from what is gathered 
on this hearing, the government of 
the United States, under the in- 
ternal revenue law, will collect the 
taxes due the United States, and it 
seems a storekeeper and geuger 
must be put there to ascertain and 
keep account of the product of the 
distillery. Neither the internal 
revenue officers nor anyone else 
connected with the United States 
government can, or will, under any 
law that I am aware of, interfere 
or place any obstacle in the way of 
the state, if it at any time desires 
to break up this distillery.” 

It has been charged that illicit dis- 
tilling has been going on at the Cure- 
ton distillery ever since the adoption 
of the state prohibition law. It was 
was entirely 
within the State court—-the remedy 
that Judge Fite applied along the line 
of the suggestion of Judge Newman in 
the raid of Tuesday. 

The chief point involved in the con- 
troversy is as to whether or not a fed- 
eral gauger can be forced tod divulge 
information obtained in his official 
capacity, and it was on Judge New- 
man’s ruling that Stegall could not be 
forced to so testify that brought on 
the interesting dévélopments which 
have since taken place and which rul- 
ing calls forth Mr. Watson's attack 
herewith published. 

It is held that nowhere in the court's 
opinion does he state that the collector 
of internal revenue can make a régu- 
lation for the government of em- 
ployees which have the force of law. 
From the opinion it will be seen that 
the court Iimits this authority to the 
head of a department, in this case, to 
the secretary of the treasury, or the 
commissioner of internal revenue by 
and with the approval of the secrétary 
of the treasury. 

Judge Newman's Decision. 

The decision of Judge Newman, per- 
tinent to the puvints raised in Mr. Wat- 
son's card, in abstract form, is as fol- 


lows: 

“Application was made by Charles 
EK. Stegall, in this court for the Issu- 
ance of a writ of habeas corpus to be 
directed to R. W. Thurmah, shériff and 
jailer of Dade county, Georgia. The 
petition of Charlies E: 8StegaH alleges 
that he was a storekeeper and gauger, 
assigned for duty at Distillery No. 3, 
of George W. Cureton, at Rising Fawn, 
in Dade county, Georgia. That he was 
subpoenaed to appear as 4 witness be- 
fore the grand jury of the superior 
court.of Dade county, to testify on be- 
half of the state, touching the opera- 
tions of said distillery; that he de- 
clined to answer certain questions pro- 
pounded to him, upon the ground that 
all the knowledge he had as to the 
operation of Cureton’s distillery was 
obtained and came to him from the 
records of the internal revenue depart- 
ment, or was obtained by him solely 
and only in his official capacity as 
storekeeper and gauger. Thereupon, 
and on account of his déclining to an- 
swer, he was committed for contempt, 
and was in jail wben the writ was ie- 
sued. Return was made, the body of 
the petitioner produced, and an anewer 
filed by the sheriff. 

“Upon the hearing an a@reement was 
made by counsel as to some of the 
facts, and brief testimony taken as to 
others. It is agreed now that the 
question put to Stegall before’ the 
grand jury, and on which the present 
decision turns, was this, referring to 
George W. Cureton’s distillery: 

“*What is being manufactured at 
that place?’ 

‘And the inquiry is, whether, under 
the facts, Stegall should have been re- 
quired t6 answer that question, or 
whether, in refusing to answer, he ex-

Judge Fite Talks. 


Before .leaving Trenton, Judge Fite 
gave out the following interview:

The Shegiff’s Contention. 


“It is not denied, as I understand it, 
that the only wiedgwe Stega!! had 
of what was being done at Cureton’s 
distillery was knowledge which he ob- 
tained while there in his official capac- 
ity as storekeeper and gauger, and it 
is not claimed thar Stegall had any 
knowledge except such as he obtained 
while there officially. The contention. 
on behalf of the sheriff is, notwith- 
standing the fact that Stegall was at 
the distillery only in his official capac- 
ity, that he had personal Knowledge, 
knowledge as an individual, of what 
was being done at the distillery. 
is to say, the contention is, he saw As 
an individual, notwithstanding (his 
presence as an official. Is this conten- 
tion sound? That is the question for 
determination here. 

“Section No. 3167, Revised Statutes of 
the Inited States, is as follows: 

“"That it shall be unlawful for any 
collector, deputy collector, agent, clerk, 
or other officer or employee of the 
United States, to divulge or to make 
known in any Manner whatever not 
provided by law, to any person the 
operations, style of work or apparatus 
of any manufacturer or producer vis- 
ited by him in the discharge of his offi- 
cial duties, or the amount or source of 
income, profits, losses, expenditures, or 
any particulars thereof, set forth or 
disclosed in any income return by any 
person or corporation, or to permit any 
income return or copy thereof or any 
book containing any abstract or partic- 
ulars thereof, to be seen or examined 
by any person except as provided by 
law; and it shall be unlawful for any 
person to print or to publish in any 
manner whatever not providéd by law, 
any income return or any part thereof 
of the amount or source of income, 
profits, losses, or expenditures appear- 
ing in any income return; and any of- 
fense against the foregoing provisions 
Shall be a misdemeanor and be pun- 
ished by a fine not exceeding $1,000, or 
by imprisonment not exceeding one 


year, or both, at the discretion of the! 


court; and if the offender be an officer 
or employee of the United States, he 
shall be dismissed from office and be 
incapable thereafter of holding any 
office under the government.’ 

“In addition to this statute, certain 
rules and regulations have béen pro- 
mulgated by the treasury department. 
These rules and regulations have been 
made pursuant to the statutes. The 
following statutes of the United States 
are pertinent to this question, as fol- 
lows: 

"*Rev. Stat. U. S. Section 161: “The 
head of each department ig authorized 
to prescribe regulations, not incon 
sistent with law, for the government 
of his department, the conduct of its 
officers and clerks, the distribution 
and performance of its business. and 
the custody, use, and preservation of 


‘the records, papers and, property ap- 


pertaining to it.” 
“Rev. Stat. U. S. Section 261: “The 
secretary of the treasury shall make 
and issue from time to time, such 
instructiong and regulations to. ¢the 
several collectors, receivers, officers 
- . . not inconsistent with law, to 
be used undér and in the execution 
and enforcement of the various pro- 
visions of law relating to raising reve- 
nue from imports, or to duties on im- 
perts, or to warehousing; he shal) 
give such directions to collectors and 
preecribe such rules and forms to be 
observed by them as may be neces- 
7 for the proper execution of the 
| Ppa er ore ee 
“ "Rev. Stat. U. S. Section 3215: “It 
sérall be the duty of the commisstoner 
of internal revenue, with the approval 
of the secretary of the treasury, to 
establish such regulations not incon- 
sistent with law, for the observance 
of revenue Officers, district attorneys 
and marshals, ste gays suits arising 
under the internal revenue laws in 
which the United States is a party, 
as may be deemed necessary for the 
just responsibility of those officers 
and the prompt collection of all 
revenues and debts due and accruing 
to the United States under such laws.’ 
“In pursuance of the _ foregoing 
statutes of the United States. the fol- 
eats, regulations were promulgated: 
“"All récords in the offices of col- 
lectors Of interna! revénue, or of any 
of their deputies, are in their custody 
and contro] for purposes relating to 
the collection of the revenues of the 
United States only. ‘They have no 
ecntrol of them, and no discretion 
with regard to permitting the use of 
them, for any other purpose. 
“-Collectorg are heréby prohibited 
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from giving out any spécial-tax rec- 
ords, or any copies thereof, to private 
Persong or to local officers, or to pro- 
duce such records, or coples thereof, 
in a state court, whether in answer 
to subpoenas, duces tecum or other- 
wise. 

"Whenever such subpoenas shal! have 
been served upon them, they will ap- 
pear in court in answer thereto and 
respectfully decline to produce the 
records called for on the ground of 
being prohibited therefrom by the 
regmulations of this department. They 
will decline to testify as to facts con- 
tained in the records, or coming to their 
knowledge in their official capacity; 
and this prohibition is hereby ex- 
tended to include also internar rgyenue 
storekeepers and gaugers, and agents. 

“*The information contained in the 
recordg relating to special-tax payers. 
in the collector’s offide, is furnished 
b»’ these persons under compulsion of 
law for the purpose of raising reve- 
nuo for the United States; and there 
is no provision of law authorizing 
_ sending out of these records, or 

any copies thereof, for use against 
the special-tax payers in cases not 
@rising under the lawg of the United 
States. The giving out of such rec- 
ords, or any copies théreof, by a col- 
lector in such cases, is held to be 
contrary to public policy and not to 
be permitted. 

‘“*As to any other records than those 
rélating to special-tax pavers, collect- 


copies thereof, at the request 
of any person. Where coples thereof 
are desired for the use of parties to 
a suit, whether in a state court or in 
a court of the United States, collect- 
ors should refer the persons interested 
to the following paragraph tn Rule 
No. X of the Rules and Regulations 
of the Treasury Department, namely: 

** “Tn all cases where copies of docu- 
ments or records arg desired by, or 
on behalf of, parties to a suit. whether 
in a court of the United States, or 
any other, such coples shall be furn- 
ished to the court only, and on a rule 
of the court upon the secretary of the 
treasury réquesting the same.”’ 

“ "Whenever such rule of court shall 
have been obtained, collectors are 
directed to carefully ptépare a copy 
of the record or document containing 
the information called for and send 
it to thig office, whereupon, it wil! be 
transmitted to the secretary of the 
treasury with @ request for its authen- 
tication under the seal of the depart- 
ment and transmission to the judge 
of the court calling for it, unless it 
should be found that circumstances or 
@cnditions exist which make it neces- 
sary to decline, in the interest of the 
public service, to furnish such copy.’ 
HK “These reguletions were issued by 
Jchn W. Yerkes, commissioner, and 
approved by Leslie M. Shaw, secretary 
of| the treasury, as appears on the 
regulations.

“"In determining whether the regu- 
lations promulgated by him are con- 
sistent with law, we must apply the 
rule of decision which controls when 
an act of congress is assailed as not 
being within the powers conferred 
upon it by the constitution; that is to 
Say, a regulation adopted under gec- 
tion 161 of the revised statutes should 
not be disregarded or annulled unless, 
in the judgment of the court, it is 
plainly and palpably inconsistent with 
law. Those who insist that such a 
regulation is invalid must make its 
invalidity so manifest that the court 
has no choice except to hold that the 
secréfary has exceeded his authority 
and employed means that are not at 
all appropriate to the end specified 
in the act of congress.’ 


Individual v. Official, 


“I do not understand it to be con- 
tended here, however, that these regu- 
lations are inconsistent with law. No 
attack is made in argument upon 
those regulations. What is insisted 
strongly and earnestly is that the in- 
dividual may be separated, as it were, 
from the official. What he discovers 
by the use of his senses, what he 
sees with his eyes, it is urged, he may 
teatify to; that he knows it as an in- 
dividual, although, as an official he 
was on the spot, and acting in the 


discharge of his duty as such official. 


“In the tast regulation’ referred to 
(number 12, of April 18, 1904) it will 
be perceived that among other things, 
it is said: ‘They will decline to testifv 
ax to facts contained in the récords, 
or coming to their knowledge in their 
official capacity, and this prohibition 
is hereby extended to include 
internal revenue storekeepers and 
gfaugers. Assuming this regulation 
to be within the authority of the 
secretary of the treasury under the 
Statute, and thereby becoming law 
and controlling on storekeepers and 
gaugers, can a storekeeper and gauger 
testify to facts he ascertains at a 
distillery, when he is there only in 
his capacity as a storekeeper and 
gauger?’ 


Conelusive Authorities. 


The court then cites from the au- 
thorities named above showing that 
a revenue officer cannot be compelled 
to testify as to facts learned in his 
official employment, and says: 

“The foregoing authorities seem 
conclusive of the present inquiry.

“Stegall was placed in jail by the 
judge of the state court and fined 
$300 for declining to testify as to 
what was being done at Cureton’s dis- 
tillery, as stated above. He was ac- 
tually in jall when the application 
for writ of habeas corpus was made 
and when the writ was issued. What 
is the duty of this court in the pres- 
ent situation? 

“The present case is clearly not one 
coming under the rule that a@ person 
in state custody should go through 
the courts of the state, and from the 
highest court of the estate, to the su- 
preme court of the United States, by 
writ of error from the latter court; 
but it is‘one of the exceptional cases, 
under all the authorities, where being 
held in violation of a law of the 
United States, he is, underthe peculiar 
facts, entitled to a determination of 
the question here, and, if entitled to 
relief, to be discharged by this court. 
In Boske. v. Comingore, supra, Mr. 
Justice Harlan says on this subject: 

“The present casé was one of ur- 
gency, in that the appellee was an 
officer in the revenue service of the 
United States whose presence at his 
post of duty was important to the 
public interests, and whose detention 
in prison by the state authorities 
might have interfered. with the regu- 
lar and orderly course of the business 
of the department to which he be- 
longed. The district court, therefore, 
did not err in determining the ques- 
tion of constitutional law raised by 
the application for a writ of habeas 
corpus, and rendering final judg- 
ment.’ 

“TIT have given this 
careful examination 
eration, because 
merits it. The courts of the 
United States will not lightly in- 
terfere with the action of the state 
court. and a case must be presented 
to make action imperative before such 
action will be taken.

There is no objection to academic education within reason, but for 
the race, as a whole, it is not only wasted, but is a positive menace and 
an outright cruelty. 

Classical education for the negro perpetrates the physical and economic 
fallacy of building from the top. It ignores the fundamental necessity of 
a firm foundation in providing equipment for the 8,000,C00 southern negroes 
who comprise the body of the race, and upon whose fate the fate of the 
race must stand or fall. 

It is difficult to be patient with those prominent negro leaders who 
have, time and again, had these rock-bottom facts thrust under their noses, 
but who madly persist in still sneering at and working against industrial 
education for the negro. 

Such men, whether consciously or not, are the most implacable enemies 
of their own people. They are encouraging the expenditure of millions to 
equip a few negroes for tasks which do not exist, and discouraging the ex- 
other millions to equip the mass of the race for tasks which 
cry for attention. 

In the inevitable day of reckoning, the negro leaaer who fails to stand 
with the Washingtons, the Parks and the Wrights and the Stinsons will 
face the wrath of a wantonly deluded people.

PRICES AND LEGISLATION. 


“Prices cannot be reduced~by legislation or government fiat,” says Fire 
and Fabric, a Boston textile publication, which proceeds to ask, “How 
can the price of wool, for instance, be reduced by any form of legislation 
or governmental regulation?’ 

The specific answer to that question is easy—reduce the tariff. With 
a tariff duty varying from three to thirty-three cents a pound on raw wool. 
and still higher rates on the manufactured product, it is apparent how tariff 
reduction will make a very material difference in the cost to the customer. 

But Fire and Fabric gives this very good answer to its own query in 
the same editorial discussion in which it is propounded: 

An intelligent inquiry into, the conditions which have prevailed 
affecting the cost of foodstuffs and other necessities may, however, elicit 
much valuable information and tend to correct some erroneous popular 
impressions. It may be interesting to know how long foodstuffs can 
reinain tn cold storage and to what extent owners of commodities in 


general have attempted to ‘‘corner’” the market or obtain control of 
certain sources of supply for the purpose of regulating the output of

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products and preventing the markets from being. supplied as they 

naturally would be. 

Therein is a splendid suggestion as to the manner in which legislation 
might have very material effect in moderating the cost of the necessities | 
of life. 

It is true, legislation has not, to date, succeeded in overcoming 
artificial conditions created by the trusts and monopolistic combinaticns 
which have, in great measure, superseded the law of supply and demand. 

But right here is suggested the very pertinent query as to whether such 
legislation as we have had on the subject has. been of the proper sort. 

Legislation, of course, is not the whole solution of the problem by 
any means; there are other and very material factors to be considered. 

At the same time, there\is no question that much can be accomplished | 
in the desired direction by a substantial reduction of the tariff and laws |

‘DR. STALLINGS RETURNS 


FROM WASHINGTON TRIP 


Dr. R. EB. Stallings, state chemist, has 
returned from Washington, where he 
has been In attendance upon the meet- 
ing of the state and federal officials 
of feed. control work and where he 
represented the state of Georgia at 
this meeting. 

The object of the meeting was to 
draft a uniform feed law whieh would 
be acceptable throughout the United 
States. Dr. Stallings attended this 
meeting for the purpose of explaining 
and answering any questions that 
might be asked in regard to the opera- 
tion of the Georgia feed law, which 
has served as a pattern for a number 
of state feed laws in the south. 

It js an accepted fact that the 
south was for a long time the dumping 
ground for adulterated feeding stuffs, 


‘but since the Georgia law was enacted 


and has been so rigidly enforced, this 
state, as well as other states that have 
adopted this law, has been signally 
free from this condition. 

Both the feed officials and repre- 
sentatives from feed associations were 
present at this meeting.

Five members voted in favor of the 
motion and nine against; thus the mo- 
tion wa# lost. A number of charges 
were alleged against Bishop Smith and 
carried to the bishop’s council at Jack- 
sonvilie, February 4, 1909. A compro- 
mise was effected. He was a peaceful 
man for awhile and we came up to the 
trustee board, June 1, notwithstanding 
an important educational meeting held 
in Carnegie hall, May 29, for the indus- 
trial department, with Hon. John Tem- 
Graves, Lewis Nixon and Dr. Me- 
Arthur as speakers. He was still lay- 
ing plans to strike me and the depart- 
ment down. I reported $436 to the 
board. He appointed a committee on 
my report, whom he regarded as be- 
ing opposed to me, and would do his 
He sat in the chair and bul- 
lied the trustees and threatened me 
on the floor and had the board to vote 
that the vice president be a member 
that remained in the school all the 
time. He had his committee on my 
report, whom he had advised what to 
do, to recommend that I be called the 
financial agent and that while I was 
elected by the trustees, that he (Smith) 
should give me an appointment blank, 
when the annual conference met.

COTTON PRICES SHOW 
UPWARD TENDENCY 


The Market Closed Quiet and 
Steady at Net Gain of 
4 to 9 Points. 


New York, February 2.—The cotton 
market was a little more active to- 
day with prices showing an upward 
tendency, on support from: trade inter- 
ests, and some outside buying that ap- 
peared to be based upon the increas- 
ingly bullish statistics. The close was 
quiet and steady at a net gain of 4@9 
points. 

The market opened steady at un- 
changed prices to a decline of 1 point 
on the old crop, but 5 to 6 points high- 
er on the iate positions, which were 
influenced by continued Wall street 
covering. The reports of good rains in 
Texas checked this demand, however, 
and during the early session the mar- 
ket became somewhat easier, under 
local bear pressure and _e scattering 
liquidation. The active months sold off 
to a net loss of about 3@4 points 
shortiy after the call, but while de- 
mand at this level was not large, it 
seemed to come from good sources, 
the pressure was at no time aggres- 
sive, and during the early afternoon 
the market developed increased activ- 
ity and strength, with May selling up 
from 14.46 to 14.61, and July from 
14.37 to 14.51. The close was within 
3 or 4 points of the top, only slight 
reactions having occurred as a result 
of realizing. The minus correction of 
10,000 bales resulted from a recount of 
the Savannah stock and accentuated the 
prospeet for a very bullish visible sup- 
ply statement at the end of the week, 
as the figures are expected to reflect 
sensational in-sight movement and dis- 
tribution of cotton from the _ visible 
supply. Advices from the southwest 
claimed that rains reported in Texas 
were not heavy enough to help the 
drought situation, and if followed by 
high winds, as suggested by the 
weather forecast, would dry up before 
they soaked into the subsoil. Cables 
from Germany stated that neither 
spinners nor weavers could come toany 
decision on the short time proposition 
at the meeting on January 22, and sev- 
eral Liverpool firms cabled of ‘a con- 
tinued improvement .in Manchester. 
Southern spot markets officially re- 
ported early unchanged to tec 
higher.

New Orleans, February 2.—Secre- 
tary Hester's New Orleans Cotton Exe 
change statement issued today cov- 
ers the monthly movement to the 
close of January.

FEVERISH AND WEAK. . 
WERE STOCKS AT CLOSE 


Sudden Break in Prices in Final 
Hour---Reading Only Stock 
With Siranati 


New York, February 2.—The stock 
market ‘oday had-to digest the failure 
of Fisk & Robinson, announced after 
the market closed yesterday. Manifest- 
ly there was uo great relish in doing 
80. The primary declines, which were 
within 1 point Hmits, brought out 
prompt’ supiort and ‘recoveries -fol- 
lowed. Superficially, this measured 
the influence of the episode in the 
day’s market, but the feverish break 
in the last few minutes was clearly 
traceable to the brooding uneasiness 
caused by it. The failure had features 
about it that placed it out of the usual 
lines of its particular business, nota- 


ments were in bonds of properties in 
the constructive stage. The liabilities, 
while large, did not in themselves give 
occasion for fears of direct conse- 
quences to the general market. The 
incident directed new attention, how- 
ever, to the inert market for bonds in 
general, which has not been effectually 
relieved at any stage of the extensive 
speculative movement tin stocks. This 
condition makes a serious flaw in the 
financial situation, so far as effective 
industrial revival is to be hoped for. 
The enlistment of capital, even for pur- 
poses of refunding the onerous obliga- 
tions incurred in short term loans dur- 
ing the period of depression, has been 
difficult and has not satisfactorily re- 
lieved the conditions of these loans. 
The railroads find themselves handi- 
copped also in undertaking new enter- 
prises by the difficulty of placing new 
bcnd issues. Such as have been placed 
have been slow ef movement from the 
hands of underwriters. It was this 
wel)-known fact that won attention for 
persisting; rumors today of other finan- 
cial difficulties, which would have to 
be adjusted. One reason advanced by 
bond dealers for the stuggish demand 
for high-grade, well-secured bond is- 
sues, is the preference of investors for 
inferior grades offering a higher return. 
The high cost of living is blamed for 
this peculiarity in the situation. Thus 
far the decline in the interest rate on 
money has failed to correct this defect 
in the bond market. A diversion of 
investment from fixed interest securl- 
ties into stock shares, with claims to 
xive the increment of profit, is a nat- 
ural tendency in times of expanding 
earnings, or even of price inflammation 
by redundant currency, or increased 
gold production. But the fault in the 
present course of events is that such 
a demand usually follows as an over- 
flow from the absorption of bond !s- 
sues, while now that demand has not 
been in evidence at any time. 

The stock market today was almost 
inert im presence of the doubts in the 
minds of speculators. A sustaining ef- 
fect was caused for a time by the 
buying of Reading. The news of that 
stock did not go beyond reports of the 
scurce of buying. The variety of those 
reports left an impression of unrelia- 
bility. There was some further press- 
ure on the specialties, which suffered 
most in vesterday’s liquidation. The 
copper group was hurt by a sharp de- 
cline in the price of copper in London 
and unsatisfactory reports of the gen- 
eral trade position of that metal. For- 

stock markets, as well as New 
York, were affected by this factor. The 
uneasiness over the Far Eastern ques- 
tion had some effect on foreign stock 
markets. 
The monthly financial statement of 
the United State treasury shows a total 
of current redemption of bank notes 
for the month of $60,864,545, wiich es- 
tablishes a new record. The force of 
the return flow of currency from the 
country’s circulation received a strik- 
ing illustration in this figure. 

The final break in prices came with 
great suddenness, and, in some cases, 
sensational violence.
